{° SPAIN WANTS VISITORS. 


She Begins to Realize the Financial 
Value of the Tourist. 

At last Spain bas awakened to the 
financial value of the tourist. She re-- 
alizes that there is money to be made 
out of him. 

While Switzerland, Italy, France and 
other countries have been reaping gold- 
en harvests from the sightseers and 
pleasure seekers of the earth, and es- 
pecially of the United States, Spain 
has done nothing to attract tourists 


and has gathered in comparatively lit- | 


tle of their substance. 
Remote from the ordinary lines of 
travel, with poor transportation faclill- 


ties and worse hotel accommodations, ‘ 


as a rule, there has been little about 
the land of the dons to appeal to those 
who hasten through the better known 
parts of Europe. 

Yet for the truly picturesque, for a 
great deal that is really of much inter- 
est, Spain has a considerable asset of 
attractiveness, 

Recently the Spanish government or- 
ganized a commission whose duty will 
be to encourage foreigners to visit and 
travel in Spain. 

One of its functions will be that of a 
bureau of publicity and information. 
It will publish, in the language of va- 
‘lous countries, historical facts, de- 
scriptions of places of interest and 
beautiful scenery and whatever else 
may be considered useful to arouse 
curiosity and result in u better appre- 
ciation of the artistic and uataral beau- 
ties of the country. 

Not only wil the commission pre- 
pare itineraries of travel, so that the 
stranger may reach all the chief places 
of interest with as little trouble as pos- 
sible, but will urge upon railroad com- 
panies the establishment of special 
rates and fast trains for the benefit of 
tourists, making all journeys as at- 
tractive and comfortable as possible. 

It is proposed that the trains shall 
start from various seaports and points- 
‘pon the frontier at stated Intervals, 

One of the most needed improve- 
ments 1s the betterment of hotels and 
lodging accommodations. This matter 
will be taken up with town councils 
and other bodies, and all will be urged 
to co-operate in the campaign for the 
patronage of tourists. 

In other words, Spain realizes the 
value of extensive and telling adver- 
tising and knows, too, that the stand- 
ard of service of all kinds must be 
raised to please the tourist when once 
he has been attracted to fair Castile — 
Philadelphia North American,

The Legend From Which Was Born 
: the Story of Faust, 

Almost every renowned man of an- 
tiquity in the midd e ages was believed 
to be attended by a spiritus familaris 
and not a few wer2 suspected of being 
in direct league with the devil. Proba- 
bly the oldest legend of which the 
Faust legend is a continuous thread Is 
that of Simon Magis, mentioned In the 
history of the apostles. 

According to Justin, he was a native 
of Gitton, a village in Samaria. He 
was, no doubt, a man of great intellec- 
tual powers. He was the father of the 
school of the Gnostics. It is also re- 
ported of him that he could make h{m- 
self invisible, that he could pass 
through flames unharmed, could trans- 
pose matter, make gold and exorcise 
demons—in fact, he laid claim to all 
these powers, and his name lived in the 
mouths of the people as a sort of demi 
urge through many centuries until some 
other miracle working personality took 
his place at the popular fireside. Un- 
usual accomplishments, great erudl- 
tion, were attributed to the supernatu- 
ral jnfluence and the general, disposi- 
tion to superstitious assumption was 
strengthened on the one hand by dog- 
matic affirmation on the part of the 
church of the existence of a personal 
Satan, with his numerous household, 
and, on the other hand, by Iincorporat- 
ing the magic arts among the practical 
se'2nces, of which astrology and al- 
chemy occupied no mean part. 


THE ODD LITTLE GECKO. 


A Queer Animal That Lives In Africa 
and Southern Europe. 

The gecko is an odd little creature. 
His name i{s seldom heard, and his 
form {s seldom seen, for he lives in 
Africa and the southern countries of 
Durope. 

This little gecko has so many strange 
ways and there is something so un- 
canny in his appearance that the peo 
ple of the countries where he lives are 
rather afraid of him, believing his bite 
to be poisonous, although this is de- 
nied by naturalists.

- BURIED LIVING PERSONS. 


Horrible Custom of Japanese Prior 
to Year G46 A. D. 

Prior to the year G4G A. D. the Japa- 
nese had one of the most horrible 
burial customs that can be imagined— 
that of burying all the immediate 
friends and retainers of a prince or 
other person of note in a standing po- 
sition around the potentate’s grave and 
leaving them in the earth up to thelr 
necks to perish of thirst and hunger. 

The custom cannot be said to pave 
been general as late as the date given, 
for the Japanese records prove that in 
the time of the Emperor Suinin (97-30

The emperor's 
compassion was aroused, and he de 
sired to change the manner of burial, 
When the empress died, soon after, the 
mikado inquired of his officers if some- 
thing in the way of a change could not 
be suggested, and one proposed to 
make clay figures‘of men and bury 
them as substitutes.” . 

That this did not entirely do away 
with the former custom is proved by 
an edict issued In the. year 646 A, D., 
the date given first above, which forbid 
the burial of living persons and pro- 
vided a penalty for further adherenco 
to the awful rite.

CLOTHES OF WOOD. 


One of the Sartorial Possibilities of 

: the Future. 

“This walstcont is made of pine 
wood,” said the card room boss of a 
woolen mill. The garment, of a thick, 
stiff, bluish stuff, looked as if it would 
wear .like leather. 

“It will wear like leather, too,” said 
the card room boss, “If my experiments 
succeed, cheap clothes in the future 
will be made of spruce or pine instead 
of wool or cotton. A suit, then, will 
cost half a dollar and last five years. 

“Napkins, shirts and collars are made 
of a plant fiber, the fiber of hemp. 
Why, then, I asked myself last year, 
shouldn’t heavier, coarser stuffs be 
made of the fiber of wood? I began to 
experiment, and here’—he tapped his 
stomach, which, the waistcoat covered 
—“here is the result. | ; 

“First I grind the wood into a soft 
pulp.’ I press ‘this pulp through per- 
forated iron’ plates, ‘It come? forth in 
long ropes, each rope as thick as a 
sausage. I dry these thick ropes, which 
a breath would break, and then I twist 
them, twist them tighter and tighter 
smaller and smaller, till finally they 
~6come threads,

too many of our dairy barns. The 
germs of disease are very fond of low, 
wet, undrained places and they thrive 
in such. If your barn is located in a 
place of this description your cattle 
are, therefore, exposed to disease, and 
if they are in any way weakened by 
poor care or other bad conditions they 
become very susceptible to tuberculos- 
is. Keep the barn and yard drained and 
you wili lessen the death rate from 
that disease. 

As regards ventilation and tempera- 
ture, there are two very common ex- 
tremes, Jones, on one side of the road, 
keeps his barn shut up tight like a 
box, so that there is not a bit of fresh 
air circulating through the stalls and 
the barn is stuffy and unhealthy from 
the lack of oxygen. Smith on the other 
side of the road has a wicker basket, 
as it were, for a cow barn, All night 
long the doors slam to and fro and in 
the breath of the rushing, freezing 
wind the cuws shiver and use up the 
feed, in try ng to keep warm, that 
should be t:rmed into milk. Then 
Smith wonders why his cows don't 
pay. Try to keep the temperature some- 
where between 40 and 50 degrees. 
Don’t let the cows stand in a draught. 
Have hinges on the lower edge of one 
or two of the small windows so that 
they will open inward. Open them 
three or four inches; this will give the 
incoming afr a direction toward the 
ceiling and thus prevent a_ direct 
draught on the cows. It will not take 
long to fix a window or two that way 
and it will not cost much. 

Perhaps Jones keeps his cows in all 
day and gives them no exercise, He 
wonders why the calves are so weak 
Smith lets his cows run out all after- 
noon and after they have all the exer- 
else that is necessary, let them stand 
all feeding time out in the cold. 

The food that should be used for fur- 
nishing energy for making milk is used 
up in keeping the shivering cows from 
freezing to death. It does not pay to 
treat the old cow that way. Turn her 
out during the best part of the day, 
long enough to walk around a bit and 
get a chew from the straw pile and 
a drink of water with the chill off it. 
It takes more money out of your 
creamy dividends in a year to let her 
heat up her water after she drinks It, 


though, or expose her to that sharp 
biting wind that comes in our cold 
spells.

: AN APPLE TRICK. ’ 


How to Cut the Fruit In Halves Withe, 
out Breaking the Skin. st 

‘An apple can be cut in balves with- 
out breaking the skin. With o fine 
needle and thread take a stitch in the 
apple rh under the skin, as shown in 
Fig. 1, and draw the thread through 
carefully. Now place the point of the 
needle in the hole from which it just 
came and, pushing it gently under the 
skin, take another stitch (lig. 2). Keep 
doing this until you have gone around 
the apple, but in taking the last stiteb

be coreful to draw the needle from out 
of the hole it made when inserted to 
make the first stitch. Now the thread 
completely encircles the apple only 
just under the skin, and the two ends 
of the thread are seen hanging loose 
(Fig. 3). Crossing these threads, pull 
them steadily and firmly in opposite 
directions, and in a few moments the 
apple will be cut completely in two 
and the whole of the thread will have 
been drawn away through one small 
hole. If nicely done, no sign of a 
breakage will appear on the surface, 
although the apple is cut Into two 
parts. 


LIZARD’S TAIL. 


A Game That Is Played by Japanese 
Boys and Girls, 

Catching the “lizard’s tail” is an out- 
door game often played by Japanese 
boys and girls. One of the children 
having been made catcher, another is 
then chosen for the lizard’s head, or 
leader, and the other players form one 
long line bebind, each putting his or 
her hands on the shoulders of the one 
in front. This represents the Nzard’s 
body, and the last one in the line is the 
tall. 

Then the fun begins. The catcher, 
" standing a little way off, facing the 
lizard, suddenly dashes forward and, 
without touching the others, tries to 
catch the tail. The lizard does her 
best to protect her tail by moving frst 
this way and then that, with her long 
body holding on behind. But should 
any of the players lose hold and thus 
break the line the tail is considered 
caught. When the tall is caught he be- 
comes catcher, and the former catcher 
becomes leader and takes his place at 
the head of the line. 

The lizard may move in any direction 
she likes and is allowed to stretch out 
her arms to keep off the cntcher, but 
she may not push him away. This isa 
splendid outdoor game, and any num- 
ber can play it—in fact, “the more the 
merrier.” id

THE SENSE OF SMELL. 


Gas, According to a Scientist, Is Its 
Fundamental Basis. 

Is the sense of smell excited by gases 
or particles? According. to Dr. John 
Aitken, an English specialist, gas is the 
fiindamental basis of ‘the sense of 
smell. In ,experiments he first investi- 


;)"gated musk, -of which it is possible: to 


detect by smell a microscopic quantity 
{nconceivably minute, a fact well 
known to scientists. Dr. Aitken car- 
ried out his researches upon the cloudy 
condensation basis, according to which, 
if odors are attributable to particles, 
the latter form-nuclel of cloudy con- 
densation in supersaturated air and 
thus make their presence visible. 

In the case of musk no such nucle! 
were detected, proving that musk does 
not give off solid particles, but evapo- 
rates as a gas or vapor, and that it is 
gaseous particles from the musk that 
act on the sense of smell. Of twenty- 
hree other odorous substances not one 
gave its perfume in solid particles, 
nothing but gases or vapors escaping 
from them. 

Dr. Altken points out that the nos- 
trils appear to substantiate this theory. 
The perfume of snuff, for instance, is a 
soft, velvety sensation, while the effect 
of the solid is sharp and biting, more 
allied to pain than pleasure. 


HAND MYSTERIES. 


Man’s “Lesser Side’ Works to Keep 
the “Stronger Side” Free. 

A group of men, which included a 
salesman for a Chicago cigar house, 
stood talking near the news stand in a 
hotel when the subject of cigars came 
up. 

“Say, Striblen,’’ said one of the men, 
“you're a cigar salesman. Tell me why 
it is that all smokers hold their cigars 
to the left side of the mouth.”

The Hardest to Make Are Orchids 
and American Beauty Roses. 
The orchid and American Beauty rose 

are the two most difficult flowers to 
make, A skilled worker can construct 
only about six American Beauty roses 
in one day, and this number only when 
the leaves and petals are all ready to 
put together. The small flowers, like 
the jasmine, are also difficult to make, 
and oply skilled hands can be intrust- 
ed w.th this work. The majority of 
the small and delicately made flowers 
imported far millinery uses are made 
in the prisons of..france. The work 
of making flowers is pleasant and for 
skilled hands lucrative, the girls re- 
ceiving all the way from $3 a week for 
beginners to $25 for the best workers. 
Much of the finer grades {s given out 
for home work, vomen and girls tak- 
ing huge boxes of flower petals and 
leaves to put together. One -market 
for artificial flowers is that of the har- 
nessmakers, who order bunches of vio- 
lets and other small flowers and resell 
them to grooms for the decoration of 
their horses on tallyho trips and other 
gala occasions. Many of the handsome 
corsage bouquets of orchids and vio- 
lets so much admired at the theater 
and opera are artificial.

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NEW STYLE GRAFTING. 


Successfully Used in Colorado In Top 
Working Old Orcharcs—Commend- 
ed By Farm and Fireside. 


At the recent meeting of the Amert- 
can Pomological society the following 
method of grafting was described by 
a gentleman from Colorado, who stated 
that it was the most successful metb- 
od that he had employed in top work: 
ing old orchards and that it could be 
used on branches us large as four in- 
cbes in diameter with great success. Jt 
{impressed me as being far better than

ordinary cleft grafting, especially for 
large stocks, from the fact that the 
surfaces of the union were all smooth 
and the scions held more firmly. The 
method of procedure is as follows: 
After determining where the graft 
had better go, the stock {is cut off with 
&@ fine saw and the cut made in the 
side of the stock, as shown at A. This 
is then cleaned out with a knife, as 
shown at B. A saddler's knife is used 
for this purpose, the outline of which 
is shown at E in the second cut. The 
scion is cut as is usual in cleft graft- 
ing and is driven with some little force 
into the groove in the stock, as shown 
at C and in the cross section at D. 

It will be found that after this graft 
hag been driven in it can only be pull- 
ed out by using considerable force, and 
it is held much more firmly than in the 


GRAFT AND KNIFE, 


ordinary cleft ptaft. This method of 
grafting is un oubtedly well adapted 
to take the place of cleft grafting for 
all stocks over three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter. If you try it you 
will be surprised at the firmness with 
which the scion will stick in the stock, 
All wounds should be covered witb 
wax as in ordinary cleft grafting.— 
S. B. Green in Farm and Fireside. 


About the Stable. 


The stable should have some means 
by which the foul air can be taken 
away, but not by letting the cold air 
directly down upon the animals. In 
the middle of bright days a door or 
window may be opened, the width de 
pending on the temperature outside. 
Nothing gives the animals more com. 
fort or is more economical than a lib- 
eral supply of bedding. Sawdust and 
machine shavings are clean, easily 
handled, good absorbents, but possess 
little manurial value. Hay, straw or 
leaves, however, add much of value to 
the compost pile when saturated more 
or less with the moisture of the stable 
and will be needed for the garden or 
shrubs and lawn next spring. It fs 
economy to blanket the horses, wheth- 
er the stable be cold or-not. In a cold 
stable a thick blanket should be used, 
while in a warm one a thin one of bur- 
lap or other like material will suffice. 
Aside from the warmth it gives, the 
blanket keeps the coat smooth and 
clean.—S. T. Maynard in Suburban 
Life. 


Horses Overfed. 


A good ration for the horse of any 
kind of feed is about a pound of grain 
and one and a half pounds of hay to 
each hundred pounds of horse. And 
this would apply to alfalfa. In fact, 
the horse should do better on the al- 
falfa than with the other hays and 
with less grain. This might be the op- 
portune time to say that the majority 
of farmers feed too much hay of al) 
kinds to their horses. In_ fact, the 
horse barn is where one of the great- 
est wa:ies of the farm can be found.— 
Husbandman, 


Manure Wasted In Small Heaps. 


A farmer asked Professor W. P. 
Woods at a recent meeting how great 
he considered the loss of fertility 
through the practice of taking manure 
to the fields and leaving it in small 
heaps in the fall to be distributed in 
the spring as compared with carting 
and spreading it in the spring, and the 
reply was that experiments fairly re- 
liable had concluded that the loss 
was about 20 per cent.—American Cul- 
tivator. 


Removing Stumps.

some tree stump from near his house 
in the following manner: With an inch 
auger he bored a hole in the centre of 


.the stump ten inches deep and put into 


it about one-half pound of oil of vitriol 
and corked the hole up tight.

-CLOTHES IN KOREA. 


Changed According to the Calendar 

and Not the Weather. 
A characteristic of the Koreans 
which has helped to their undoing as 
a nation was‘the fact that they were 
guided wholly by precedent. When a 
new situation presented they did not 
cope with it in the light of the day 
they were living, but were guided en- 
tirely by the old saws and tbe anclent 
maxims of wise men who had been 
dead a thousand years or so. A strik- 
ing illustration of this national trait 
was furnished jn the matter of their 
wearing apparel, which was changed 
according to an ancient calendar and 
without any regard to the temperature 
of the day. 

Korea is a land of great extremes of 
heat and cold, and the man who draft- 
ed the calendar by which all clothing 
is changed, though a Chinese sage, it 
is said, was not a success as a weather 
prophet, unless, as some maintain, the 
climate in the course of the hundreds 
of years which have elapsed has chang- 
ed. When the calendar announces now 
begins the period of greatest cold the 
conservative Korean, although the air 
may be soft and balmy, pads out his 
white garments witb six or seven 
thicknesses of cotton wadding, until 
the thin man becomes a fat man and 
the stout party swells up to such enor- 
mous size as to block up the streets 
when he walks, or, -ather, rolls, abroad. 
Again, though spring and early sum- 
mer may have conie and the heat pre- 
valling be almost tropical, the Korean 
swelters about in his wadded clothing 
in perspiring veneration of his heredi- 
tary calendar.
